RULES 

New Delhi, the '5th May 1973 

No. 10/7/73 -CS.IL — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Institute of Secretariat Training 
and Management, Cabinet Secretariat (Department of Per- 
sonnel and Administrative Reforms) New Delhi in September, 
1973 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in Grade 
III of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Grade 
HI of Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service, 
and Grade III of Stenographers’ Sub-cadre of Indian Foreign 
Service (B), are published for general information, 

2. The number of vacancies in various Services to be 
filled on the results of the examination will be specified 
in the Notice issued by the Institute of Secretariat Training 
and Management, Cabinet Secretariat (Department of Per- 
sonnel and Administrative Reforms). Reservations will be 
made for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes In respect of vacancies as may be fixed 
by the Government of India. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modifica- 
tions) Order, 1956, read with the Bombay Reorganisation 
Act, 1960 and the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966, the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) 
Act, 1956, the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Sche- 
duled Castes Order. 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959 the Consti- 
tution (Dadra and Nagar Havel!) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Sche- 
duled Tribes Order, 1962, tiro Constitution (Pondicherry) 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the Constitution (Scheduled 
Tribes) (Uttar Pradesjt) Order, 1967, the Constitution 
(Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled Castes Order, 1968. the 
Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1968 and the Constitution (Nagaland) Scheduled 
Tribes. Order. 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management, Cabinet Secretariat 
(Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms) in 
the manner prescribed in the Appendix to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which th e exami- 
nation will be held shall be fixed by the Institute of Secre- 
tariat Training and Management. 

4. Any permanent or temporary regularly appointed officer 
who satisfies the following conditions shall be eligible to 
appear at the examination and compete for vacancies in 
Grade III of the Stenographers’ Service corresponding to 
their clerical service only l.e. L.D.Cs/U.D.Cs. of Central 
Secretariat Clerical Service will be eligible for competing 
for vacancies in Grade ITI of the C.S.S.S. only. LDCs/UDCs 
of A.F.H.Q. Clerical Service will b e eligible for competing 
l’or vacancies in Grade III of A.F.H.Q. Stenograpers’ 
Service only and officers of Grade VI or Grade II 
of I.F.S. Branch B will be eligible for competing for vacan- 
cies in Grade III of the Stenographers’ Sub-cadre of I.F.S. 
(B) only. 

(1) Length of Service. — He should have, on the 1st 
January. 1973, rendered not less than three years approved 
and continuous service in any one of the following three 
categories 

Catcgoiy I.— The lower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service 
or any other grade under the Central Government or the 
State Government the minimum and maximum scale of pay 
of which was not lees than Rs, 55/- and Rs. 130/- res- 
pectively, prior to 1st July. 1959 and is not less than 
Rs II 10/- and 180/- respectively on or after the 1st July, 
1959. 

Note 1, — The limit of three years of approved and con- 
tinuous service will also apply if the total reckonable service 
of a candidate is partly In the Lower Division Grade or 


the Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service and partly elsewhere as mentioned above. 

Note 2. — Officers of the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service who are on deputation to ex-cadre posts with the 
approval of the competent authority will be eligible to be 
admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible. This also 
applies to an officer who has been appointed to an ex-cadre 
post or to another service on transfer, if he continues to 
have a lien in the Lower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Giade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service 
for the time being. 

No in 3. — Regularly appointed officer to the Lower 
Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade means an 
officer allotted to any of the cadres of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service at the commencement of the Central Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service Rules, 1962, or appointed thereafter 
on a- long term basis to the Lower Division Grade Or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Service as the case may be 
according to the prescribed procedure. 

Categoiy II.— Lower Division Grade and/ or Upper Divi- 
sion Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 
Service or any other grade under the Central Government 
or the State Government the minimum and maximum scale 
of pay of which was not less than Rs, 55/- and Rs. 130/- 
respectively, prior to 1st July, 1959 and is not less than 
Rs 110/- and Rs. 180/- respectively on or after the 1st July, 
1959. 

Ho ip. J.—' The limit of three years of approved and con- 
tinuous service shall also apply If the total reckonable service 
of a candidate Is partly In the Lower Division Grade or 
the Upper Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service and partly in an equivalent grade, 

Note 2. — Officers of the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service who are on deputation to ex-cadre posts 
with the approval of the competent authority shall be eligi- 
ble to be admitted to the examination if otherwise eligi- 
ble. This also applies to an officer who haB been appointed 
to an ex-cadre post or to another service on transfer if such 
officer continues to have a Hen In the Lower Division Grade 
or the Upper Division Grade of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Clerical Service for the time being, 

CateAoiy 111 , — Grade V and/or Grade VI of the Indian 
Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’. 

Note 1 . — Officers of Grade VI or Grade V of the Indian 
Foreign Service Branch ‘B’ who are on deputation to ex- 
cadre posts with the approval of the competent authority 
will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if other- 
wise eligible. This also applies to an officer who has been 
appointed to an ex-cadr e post or to another service on 
transfer, if he continues to have a lien in Grade VI or 
Grade V of the Indian Foreign Service Branch ‘B’, for the 
lime being on the crucial date. 

(2) Age . — He should not be more than 45 years of age 
on the 1st January, 1973, i.e. he must not have been born 
earlier than 2nd January, 1928. 

5. The upper age limit prescribed above will be further re- 

laxable ; — 

(i) tip to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide displaced person from Bangladesh (erst- 
while East Pakistan) and has migrated to India on 
or after 1st January, 1964 (but before 25th March. 
1973); 

(ui) up to maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bonafide displaced person from Bangla- 
desh (erstwhile East Pakistan) and has migrated to 
Tndin on or after 1st January, 1964 (but before 
25th March. 1971); 
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(iv) up to maximum of fiv c years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry, and 
has received education through th c medium of 
French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bomfidc repatriale of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st November, 
1964 under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 
1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Lanka and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st November, 1964. under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate Is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and 
din; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is of 
Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, Uganda 
and the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tan- 
ganyika and Zanzibar); 

fix') up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a harm fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fde repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st June. 1963; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the ea«c of 
Defence Service personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 
thereof; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and, released as a consequence there L 
of and who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

6. The decision of the Institute as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

7. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Institute. 

8. Candidates must pay thc fee prescribed in paragraph 5 
of the Notice of the Institute, 

9. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

10. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Insti- 
tute guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated docu- 
ments or documents which hav e been tampered with or of 
making statements which are incorrect or false, or of sup- 
pressing material information, or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission 
to the examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination bnll, or of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable 
to criminal prosecution — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Institute of Secretariat Training and Manage- 
ment from admission to any examination or appear- 
ance at any interview held by the Institute for se- 
lection of candidates; and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 

rules. 


II After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by l lie Institute in three separate lists, in thc order of merit, 
as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate, and in that order so many candidates as are found 
by the Institute to be qualified by the examination shall bo 
recommended for appointment up to the number of unre- 
served vacancies decided to be filled on the results of thc 
examination in the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
-Grade Ilf, Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Ser- 
vice — Grade III, and Stenographers’ Sub-cadre of the Indian 
Foreign Service — Grade III, 

Provided Ibat the candidates belonging to any of the Sche- 
duled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to thc extent the 
number of vacancies reserved for thc Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard, be recommended by the Institute of Secretariat 
Training and Management by a relaxed standard to make up 
the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of 
these candidates for selection to thc Services, irrespective of 
their ranks in th e order of merit at the examination. 

Note. — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
of persons to be appointed to Grade III of the Services on 
thc results of the examination is entirely within the compe- 
tence of Government to decide. No candidate will, therefore, 
have any claim for appointment as a Stenographer Grade HT 
on thc basis of his performance in this examination, as a 
matter of right. 


12. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the institute in their discretion and the Institute will not 
enter into correspondence with them regarding the result. 


13. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to Grade ITT of thc Service. 


14. A candidate who, after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quits the service or severs his connection with 
it; or whose services are terminated by his department or who 
is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another service on 
’transfer’ and does not hav c a lien on Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service or Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Ser- 
vice or Indian Foreign Service (B), General Cadre, will not 
be eligible for appointment on the results of this examination. 


This, however, docs not apply to a candidate who has been 
appointed on deputation to an cX-cadre post with the approval 
of the competent authority. 


APPENDIX 


Candidates will be given two dictation tests in English or 
in Hindi one at 100 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 80 words per minute for 10 minutes, The candi- 
dates who opt to take the test in English will be required to 
transcribe the matter in 50 and 65 minutes and thc candidates 
who opt to take the test in Hindi will be required to trans- 
cribe tbe matter in 60 and 75 minutes respectively. 


2. Candidates who satisfy the minimum qualifying standard 
in the dictation at 100 words per minute will rank above the 
candidates who obtain the same standard in dictation at 80 
words per minute, persons in each group being arranged 
inter- i e in order of their merit as disclosed by the aggregate 
marks awarded to each candidate. 


3. Candidates w’ll be required to transcribe their shorthand 
notes on typewriters, and for this purpose they will be re- 
quired fo bring (heir own typewriters with them.
